Classes. 


SEPERATING DIFFERENT GRADES. 


Expert Tetls of Manner in W 


of Many Kinds May Be Recognized 
and Placed in the 
Proper 
Class. 


Will Be Great Help. 


One of the greatest needs of the 


coal industry of today is a practical 
.plan .of classifcation whereby the en- 
gineer, the operator, and the dealer 
can at once de'.ermine the kind of coal 
he mines and places oa the market 
and which he can so describe that oth- 
ers may know 
precisely 
what 
he 


means. This is particularly true ol 
the low grade coals 
of the 
West, 


where" the tems "lignite," "lignite 
coal" and "black lignite" are so loose- 
ly used at the present time, that it is 
Impossible to tell what they mean. 


In a general way the trade recog- 


'»Izes two grear, groups of. coals below 
the bituminous class. The most val- 
uable ot these groups is closely allied 
to bituminous coal. In fact the two 
groups merge cjne into the other by 
insensible gradations. 
These coals 


are black, frequently of brilliant lus- 
tre, and are commonly known as black 
lignite, lignitic coal or lignite. -As a 
riile they contain more moisture than 
the bituminous coals and less 
than 


those belonging to the • next 
lower 


group, but the moisture content va- 
ries so Irregularly and depends so 
much upon the condition of the sam- 
ple at the time of analysis that it is 
not a safe criterion upon which to 
base a distinction. 


The lower group is brown in color, 


generally woody in texture,- and is 
:3tnown" as. lignite, brown lignite or 
brown coal. 


.The demand for appropriate names 


for these groups became so imperative 
during the past year that a conference 
•was held b'y all geologists by the Uni- 
ted States Geological Survey interest- 
ed- In the subject of coal to decide, if 
possible, of what names should be used 
in the publications or that 
bureau. 


After considerable discussion it was 
.decided to drop lignite in all its forms 
as* applied to the group of coals next 
below tte grade of bituminous, tor 
the reason that in no sense are these 
coals woody, as the name lignite Im- 
plies, and. also because the term lig- 
nite or Jignitic seems to indicate a 
poorer quality than these coais actu- 
ally possess, and the term sub-bitu- 
minous was recommended and formal- 
ly adopted by the Survey for all offi- 
cial publicationa. 


Similarly, th« term lignite was 


Adopted for the lowest grade, restrict- 
ing its use to tbose coals which are 
either actually woody in structure or 
closely approach wood in their compo-" 
sitlon. No attempt was made to de- 
fine these terras other than that stat- 
ed above, and the delimitation of the 
groups., "was deferred until further ev- 
idence could be obtained upon, which 
to base a classification. 


The names of the groups of coal, as 


recognized by tie United States Geo- 
logical Survey are, therefore, as fol- 
lows; 


1. Anthracite. 
2. Semi-anthracite. 
3. Semi-bituminous. 
4. Bituminous. 
5. Sub-bituminous. 
6. Lignite. 
Although groups.4. 5 and 6 are o£ 


the above scheme are in general sharp 
and distinct, thej' merge and their ac- 


. tual separation v--ill always remain a 


. matter of doubt. 
In general, how- 


ever/they have certain characteristics 
•which the writer believes will serve 
tor all practical purposes as a means 
of their separation. 


•In dealing with these low grade 


coals it has 
be-an the 
practise of 


many mining engineers and geologists 
to class all coa!:; as lignite if they 
show a brown streak. This mode of 
classification is 
very 
objectionable, 


•since it brings together all of groups 
5 and 6, and includes many coals 
•which the writer 'believes should be 
considered as belonging to group 4. 


The criterion upon which the writ- 


er proposes to separate bituminous (4) 
from subbituminous (5) is solely that

Coal as it comes from theJ 
mine always carries a variable amount! i 
of moisture. Irom which it will part j 
readily upon exposure.to a dry atmos-; 
phere. la parting with this moisture, j 
cracks arc formed which vary greatly

with the Kind of coal involved. In bi- ! 
tuminous coal the cracks generally 
correspond with the 
cleavage,

fragments will 
remain prismatic in '

The final criterion upon which tht: 


writer - depends is the separation on; 
weathering of the subbituminous coal 
into plates parallel with the bedding. 
This criterion is particularly valuable 
when applied to a badly weathered 
outcrop, for one can readily detect the 
little plates no matter how small they 
may be. So far as the writer has ob- 
served, this feature never shows in bi- 
tuminous coal except in a small de- 
gree where the laminae of the coal 
are separated by films of earthy mat- 
ter or of mineral charcoal. 


The'essential points of this papor 


may be briefly summarized as fol- 
lows:

MINES A PROBLEM. 


Appatatus Resembling a Diver's Out- 


fit for Rescuing Men Overcome 


by Fumes. 


Men have long been searching for 


some apparatus which would permit 
them to enter mines fllled with deaJiy 
gases, there to 
rescue 
their com- 


rades lying overw)me and unconscious. 
Some of these devices to answer this 
purpose on the market now permit 
the rescuer to breathe fresh air by • 
means of rubber tubes leading hack 
to the outer atmosphere and other de- 
vices make him independent of 'such 
connection. One of the latter cliarac- 
ted was some time ago dcscrihcd in 
the Scientific American. 


'The wearer of this helmet and jack- 


et, with his cylinder of compressed 
oxygen, is perfectly safe in the most 
deadly sases and can .walk any dis- 
tance and explore the most intricate; 
turnings of a mine with every free- 
dom oC action. Us wearer breathes 
the same air over and over again, tho 
carbonic acid being absorbed from il 
after each exhalation, by means of 
the charged 
caustic 
soda 
in 
the 


breathing chambers. At the 
same 


time the requisite amount of oxygen 
is restored to it from the steel cyl- 
inder carried, thus rendering it. pure 
and fit to be inhaled once more into 
the lungs. 


''In some cases wnere this appara- 


tus Is to be used ia remote places, in 
which it would be impossible to ^ci 
the oxygen supply cylinders recharg- 
ed, a regular plant goes with the ap- 
paratus for making oxygen and com- 
pressing it to 120 atmosphere.

worker's breathing goes on quite nat- 
urally. He may if he wish carry a 
special telephonic apparatus and self- 
contained electric hand lamp, which 
huvns eight hours continuously with 
one charge. His queer looking appa- 
ratus includes a steel cylinder con- 
taining a lull charge of oxygen com- 
pressed to 120 atmosphere, and ahio 
a charge of caustic 
soda for 
the 


breathing chambers.
